The burning 
steamship 
British 


Queen was blown by the gale across 
tho bay early today and now lies still 
burning. Just off the Soutb Brooklyn 
ferry ship. 
H lies directly In the 


path of the ferry boats. 
The steve- 


dore, severely burned In tho fire, died 
this morning.

barges and lighters floated out Into the 
stream from the burning piers 
and 


drifted blazing down the North River 
•with the tide, making a glorious night 
spectacle. 


So far as irarueil only one man was 


likely to (He. and one man was miss- 
ing. 


There were rumors thn! men and 


•women had jumped from the burning 
lighters Into the river. Chief Engineer 
Scolt of the British Queen, who was 
seen about the ship a few minutes he- 
lore the fire, was nowhere to lie found 
at midnight, and his fellow-officers be- 
lieve he perished In the flames, as he 
.would have been foremost among those 
who were fighting lo nave tne other 
piers. 


•The ('nplaln of tho lighter Tonu- 


•wnniln saved himself, his wife and his 
child by pushing a cotton bale Into the 
water, placing his family and himself 
upon It. and paddling his strange Ilfo 
raft Into the river. 


Several daring rescues were made by 


the naval militiamen on the Ports- 
mouth, stationed Just above the blaz- 
ing clocks. 
Under command of Ueut. 


Davenport they lowered a boat and 
•went In among the blazing lighters and 
burning ship and saved persons who 
had Jumped into the water. Five long- 
shoremen were burned In raring with 
the flames. 


At 11^ o'clock Ihe river, which had 


been lighted by burning barges n|nce 
8:30 o'clock, was further Illuminated 
by the blazing Hliapp of the big British 
Queen, which WHS dragged nut Into the 
middle of the stream and half-drifting, 
half-towed by tug boats, weni. hissing 
and spoilt Ing sparks and tongues of 
flames toward the Jersey flals. where !t 
.•was beached.

heroic calmness .two companies of Ho- 
boken firemen, assisted by policemen 
and employes of the Barber Hue. be- 
gan rolling these barrels ashore. The 
fire never reacheil one of them. The 
only damage to the Barber line pier 
was tho burning of a large hole.

General Immigration Bill Is Reported 
' 
Favorably to the House-Lines 


Are Mora Rigid. 


Washington. March 18.—Tho gen- 


oral Immigration bill was reported to 
the bouse today with a recommenda- 
tion that It be passed. 
This meas- 


ure was prepared by Chairman Shat- 
tuck of tho committee on Immigra- 
tion and naturalization. 


His committee accepted the 
bill 
tnd directed h i m ' t o report It favor- 
ably. 
Summarizing bis work Mr. 


Shattuck says: "The 
bill 
excludes 


from admission to the United States 
anarchists or persons who believe in 
or advocate the overthrow of force 
or violence all governments or forms 
rf law or the assassination of public 
nfllclals." 


Another now class of persons ex- 


cluded Is epileptics and persons who 
have been Insane within five years 
previous to coming horo and persons 
v.-ho have had two or more attacks 
of Insanity at any time 
previous. 


They were formerly exempt after ono 
year. 


The ficctlon /relating to contract 


labor Is made more stringent nnd 
now Includes persons who have been, 
Induced to como to tho United States' 
by "offers, solicitations, promises or 
agreements." and tho section Includes 
'ho words, "those who Import or at- 
tomp.t to import." which It Is claimed 
'..•ill catch the contractor even If the 
laborers are not landed. 


Tho bill also provides that Inspec- 


tion shall be made from time to time 
of all reformatories. Insane hospitals, 
charitable Institutions, etc., and thnt 
nil aliens who are there found 
who 


have become public charges ' tinder 
the law are to be dennrted. 
This 


provision is made to -help clean out 
the Institutions of the country. The 
bend tax on Immigrants Is Increased | 
from $1, ns at present, to $1.i>0. This 
IB to meet the expenses of the Imml ' 
grntlon business.

fixes the age limit of school children 
at four years. The schools are oh

They are too young to enter 
the 


wades, and there Is no place for them 
outside the Kindergarten. 
There are 


in attendance today in the Janesvllle 
schools, 150 of these little people, un 
der six years of age. and half the 
rumber are under five. As soon as 
frprlng comes, and the weather Is 
warm, the. number will be doubled. 
It Is an ever perplexing question with 
the teacher, to know what to do with 
them. It is safe to say. that with a 
Kindergarten department, that from 
SOO to 1.000 children would be enroll 
t d In a few years. 


The question which Interests tax 


payers the most, and it is a very prac 
tical question. Is that of the expense, 
and yet If the state recognizes the 
Kindergarten as a necessary equip- 
ment to education, and It does when 
It fixes the age limit, some provisions 
thould bo made to provide for It. 
Statistics show that these 
schoolw 


r.re largely patronized by poor people, 
v«hose children, many oi them are 
obliged to leave school from 
the 


jjrades. They are entiled to every 
advantage. The Kindergarten Is no 
longer an experiment, and does not 
belong to the fads which have crept 
into our educational system during 
the past decade^ When properly con- 
ducted. It contributes to practical ed- 
ucation. 


The expense of establishing this 


class of schools In .Tancsville. need 
pot be very heavy. The

j>nd Grant buildings are not crowded 
and It is safe to assume that room can 
l>e found In some of the.other build 
ings.
